THE EASTERN BANK, LIMITED 


MR. J. S. HASKELL’S VIEWS 

The Twenty-sixth Annual General Meeting of The Eastern 
Bank, Limited, was held on March 20 at the offices of the bank, 
2 and 3, Crosby Square, London, E.C. 

Mr. J. S. Haskell (Chairman of the bank), presiding, said :— 
Gentlemen,—The past year as regards trade and banking has 
again been very difficult, the only bright feature being the 
continued progress of the home trade, that overseas, particularly 
in the sphere in which we are interested, being disappointing. 


THE SILVER “ FIASCO” 

The attempt of the United States of America to boost silver 
severely disorganised business in China and resulted in a fiasco. 
The price was forced upwards from 18}d. to 36d., and the 
metal began to leave China in large quantities; a panic ensued, 
money became scarce, and interest rates fluctuated between 
15 per cent. and 35 per cent. In order to safeguard their 
economic position the Chinese Government had first to put an 
embargo on the export of silver and subsequently to demonetise 
it, substituting bank notes as currency at an exchange of 1s. 24d. 
per dollar, which has since been maintained. After reaching 
36d. silver selling orders came from all quarters, and the United 
States of America, having absorbed over 700,000,000 oz., 
suddenly withdrew from the market, and only resumed buying 
in London in small quantities at lower prices each day until 
the price reacted to under 20d. 

In the meantime India sold heavily, and the Government of 
that country alone disposed of the equivalent of Rs. 607 lacs. 
The drop caused great losses to the Bombay Bazaar which 
naturally affected general business and also caused a fall in the 
price of Government securities, but happily the latter has since 
recovered and stands to-day even higher. At the low level 
which silver has now reached India has resumed buying, and 
since the end of December has purchased more than £2,000,000. 

The economic and financial position of India remains very 
sound. The Government were enabled during the summer to 
carry through successfully large conversion operations by which 
rupee loans bearing interest at 5 per cent. and 64 per cent. 
were converted into 3 per cent. stock at 964, which now stands 
at over 103. Another conversion of 54 per cent. loan in London 
into 3 per cent. stock at 98 was largely oversubscribed and 
now stands at about 1008. 


INDIAN BUDGET SURPLUS 

The Indian Budget as revised at the end of February shows 
a surplus for the year of Rs. 242 lacs, as against an estimated 
surplus of Rs. 6 lacs when the Budget was introduced a year 
ago. The Indian Government expect to be able to repay the 
£16,800,000 Five-and-a-Half per Cent. Loan, 1936/8, London 
Issue without the necessity for further borrowing, and for the 
next twelve months not only is there no fresh taxation but 
the emergency surcharge on income tax and super tax is 


reduced. 
BRITISH AND JAPANESE IMPORTS 

Imports of Manchester goods were valued at £8,270,000, 
against £8,785,000 in 1934. It is to be feared that there is very 
little scope for expansion. The imports of rayon into India 
amounted to £1,690,000, of which the British and Japanese 
imports account for £1,369,000, leaving £321,000 imported from 
all other countries. 

EXPORT OF GOLD 

The export of gold continued steadily in large volume, but 
not to the extent of the previous year, viz., £32,400,000, 
against £44,700,000. These exports have been the mainstay 
of the rupee, enabling the Government to remit home £37,380,000 
at the rate of ls. 64d. It is of interest to observe that while 
the export of gold dropped by £12 million, Government pur- 
chases of sterling also dropped by about £10 million. 


POSITION IN IRAQ 

In Iraq there is no general improvement to record, but, at 
the same time, there is no retrogression in business. It is, 
however, to be deplored that British trade continues to lose 
ground in favour of the Japanese. While imports of cotton 
piece-goods show an aggregate decrease the British share dropped 
from £301,000 in 1933-34 to £94,000 in 1934-35, and Japanese 
goods, on the other hand, increased from £384,000 to £692,000. 
This competition is not only confined to textiles, it is extending 
to other articles, such as electrical and sanitary equipment, 
glassware, cement, etc. 


PROFIT AND OUTLOOK 

Turning to the accounts the profits for the year are 
£125,385 13s. 2d., which, with the balance brought forward 
from the previous year, total £177,152 11s. 2d. An interim 
dividend of 3 per cent. has already been paid, and we recom- 
mend a further dividend of 3 per cent., making 6 per cent., 
less income tax at 4s. 6d., £25,000 to be credited to premises 
account, and £30,000 to contingent fund, leaving £62,152 11s. 2d. 
to be carried forward, an increase of £10,385 13s. 2d. These 
allocations further strengthen the resources of the bank, and 
I hope you will agree with me that it is not unsatisfactory 
under prevailing conditions.

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Retail Trade in February (Page 447) 


The money value of sales was 7:3 per cent. higher 
than in February, 1935. Sales of food and perish- 
ables rose by 86 per cent. and of other merchandise 
by 5-5 per cent. The index number for total sales 
suffered a seasonal decline to 102 from 116 for the 
previous month, but compared with 95 for February 
of last year. The value of stocks was 08 per cent. 
higher at the end of the month than a year earlier. 
Employment was 3-4 per cent. greater. 


British Postal Traffic (Page 449) 


Average daily receipts in February, 1936, were 
2-9 per cent. higher than in February, 1935. 


Shipping at United Kingdom Ports in 1935 (Page 449) 


Preliminary returns of the movement of shipping 
at United Kingdom ports during 1935 show that the 
total tonnage entered in the foreign trade was 0-2 per 
cent, greater than in 1934 and that of clearances 
0-7 per cent. larger. Entrances with cargo increased 
by 1-5 per cent., but those in ballast decreased by 
3-4 per cent. Clearances with cargo were 2:2 per 
cent. greater, but those in ballast 2-0 per cent. 
smaller. The total movement in the coasting trade 
showed an increase of 1-8 per cent. as compared with 
1934. 


Finnish Trade with the United Kingdom (Page 453) 


Of all the countries of importance the United 
Kingdom was the only one whose trade with Finland 
was actually of greater value in 1934 and 1935 than 
in the abnormally prosperous year 1928, writes the 
Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Helsingfors. The Anglo-Finnish Commercial Agree- 
ment of 1933 is now the corner-stone of the economic 
relations between the two countries. The United 
Kingdom’s share of the total trade of Finland, which 
was no more than 12} per cent. in 1931, is now 25 
per cent. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 454) 


All the countries specified, except Poland, pro- 
duced more coal in January, 1936, than in January, 
1935; the daily output in Germany was 10-9 per 
cent. higher. The combined daily production of pig 
iron in Germany and the Saar was the largest in any 
month since November, 1929; the United Kingdom 
daily output was the highest since May, 1930. 
Crude steel output in Germany was higher than in 
any month since August, 1929, and in the United 
Kingdom created a record, except for March, 1927; 
compared with January, 1935, it was greater in all 
the countries specified except Luxemburg. 


Ages of British Migrants (Page 456) 


In 1935 an excess of 16,463 immigrants over 
emigrants was recorded. Nearly three-fourths of 
the male excess and two-thirds of the female inward 
balance was accounted for by persons at least 30 
years of age. An excess of male emigrants over 
immigrants in the age-groups 20-24 and 25-29 is the 
first net outward movement shown for any age-group 
since 1930. 


Our Economic Position (Pages 461-462) 


Figures are given for February, in the usual 
monthly tables, in comparison with those for the 
preceding month and February, 1935, and the 
monthly averages of past quarters and years. 
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British Railway Traffics (Page 465) 


Ministry of Transport figures for December lay 
show an increase of 1-7 per cent. in passenge 
journeys taken and an increase of 2:5 per cent, jp 
receipts as compared with December, 1934. Th 
tonnage of freight carried in the four weeks ended 
December 28, 1935, was 43 per cent, greater anj 
yielded 65 per cent. more in receipts than in the 
corresponding period of the previous year, 


Import Trade of Tanganyika (Page 466) 


Trade imports in 1935 were valued at £2,854,00 
as against £2,241,000 in 1934, and the percentages 
supplied by the United Kingdom were 26-2 and 244 
respectively, while Japan’s share of 22-9 per cent. 
last year compared with 23:3 per cent. in 1934, 


New Zealand Trade in 1935 (Page 468) 


Imports reached a value of £36,287,000, towards 
which the United Kingdom contributed goods valued 
at £18,283,000. Exports totalled £46,050,000, and 
merchandise valued at £38,811,000 was taken by 
the United Kingdom. 


Danish Trade in 1935 (Page 469) 


Imports at 1,329 million kroner, and exports at 
nearly 1,207 million kr., compared with 1,354 million 
kr. and 1,171 million kr. in 1934. Imports from the 
United Kingdom in 1935 amounted to 478 million 
kr., as against 407 million kr. in 1934, and exports to 
the United Kingdom to 727 million kr. as compared 
with 736 million kr. 


Australian Tariff Amendments (Page 473) 


Various changes in the Australian Customs Tariff 
brought into operation on March 21 are set out, 
former rates of duty also being shown where 
possible. 


Maltese Preference Regulations (Page 474) 


Amended Empire Preferential Regulations came 
into force in Malta on March 8. The Empire 
content requirement, which was previously 25 per 
cent. for all classes of goods, has been raised to 50 
per cent. for a long list of articles and to 75 per cent. 
for various others. 


Openings for British Trade (Page 481) 


Tenders are invited for the supply of British goods 
from British India, New Zealand, South Africa, 
Norway, Iraq, Egypt and Uruguay, while many 
other oportunities are provided for the extension of 
British trade.

RETAIL TRADE IN FEBRUARY 


_COMPARISON OF 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 448 a table showing the relation of sales in 
February, 1936, to sales in the corresponding period 
of 1935. Index numberst showing the relation of 
certain sales in February, 1936, to average daily sales 
in 1933 are given in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of February, 1936, with those for the same 
date in 1935. A smaller number of concerns supply 
this information; the co-operative societies in par- 
ticular at present report sales only. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods 
and also that the number of selling days in any 
calendar month varies from year to year. Returns 
have therefore to be adjusted to some extent in 
order to render the sales for 1935 and 1936 com- 
parable when combined into district or other totals. 
Almost all contribuors now report the number 
of days on which selling took place in their shops 
during the period to which their figures relate. On 
each return, therefore, the 1935 sales are corrected, 
where necessary, by the appropriate amount to make 
them comparable with those of 1936, so far as length 
of period is concerned. Adjustments of this kind may 
be imperfect where a return relates to the sales of a 
number of shops in different towns, but the error 
involved is not likely to affect the published figures. 
Corrections were fairly numerous for February, partly 
owing to the different dates on which different concerns 
ended their trading year and partly owing to the 
different number of days in the calendar month in 1935 
and 1936. 

It must also be borne in mind that the figures 
exclude, as far as possible, the trade of branches or 
departments opened (or closed) within the year. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 
expansion of trade as a whole what may be a transfer 
from one retailer to another. Nor should it be for- 
gotten that it is difficult to ensure adequate representa- 
tion of the smaller individual trader in these statistics ; 
if any of the units making returns are doing business 
which a year ago was in the hands of unrepresented 
traders, the percentages published will tend to be 
more favourable than they would be if all retail con- 
cerns, large and small, progressive and otherwise, 
could be brought under review. 


SALES 
CoMPARISON WITH TWELVE MontHs HARLIER 


The money value of sales in February, 1936, was 
73 per cent. higher than in February, 1935, the corre- 
sponding increases for January and December being 
108 per cent. and 9-1 per cent., respectively. Feb- 
tuary is usually a slack month in retailing, and sales

this year were possibly also affected by the general 
mourning. 


Sales of food and perishables, amounting to nearly 
59 per cent. of the total value reported, rose by 86 per 
cent. Increases in the five districts, apart from Central 
and West End London—where the sample, as has 
frequently been noted, possesses certain peculiarities— 
varied only between 8-2 per cent. for Scotland and 9-4 
per cent. for the South of England. The size of the 
sample now permits the total for food and perishables 
to be divided into (a) grocery, provisions and bakery, 
and (b) other food and perishables, and particulars for 
these sub-divisions are given for the first time in the 
table on page 448. These two sub-sections showed 
little difference in their movements in February except 
in Scotland, where the rise in groceries, ete., was much 
more marked than in other food and perishables. 


Sales of other merchandise were larger by 5-5 per 
cent., a smaller rise than that recorded for January 
(9:0 per cent.) or- December (81 per cent.). The corre- 
sponding figure for February, 1935, was 4-4 per cent. 
Sales lasi month expanded in all five districts, the 
percentage increases ranging from 4-7 in Central and 
West End London to 65 in Seotland. Each category 
except piece-goods showed an improvement, this being 
most marked in respect of boots and shoes (88 per 
cent.), fancy departments (8:7 per cent.) and miscel- 
laneous and unallocated sales (8-0 per cent.). It will 
be remembered that no great significance can be 
attached to movements in the last of these categories. 
The decrease in sales of piece-goods amounted to only 
0-8 per cent. in February and the household goods sub- 
section showed a rise of 1:6 per cent.

Sales for February showed a seasonal decline, owing 


‘to the sharp recession in sales of merchandise other 


than food and perishables. The index for total sales, 
which in 1935 fell from 105 in January to 95 in Feb- 
ruary, declined in 1936 from 116 in January to 102 in 
February. As in each of the four preceding years, the 
lowest district figure was that for Central and West 
End London (77), where the proportions of food and 
other merchandise differ somewhat from those in other 
areas. The highest figure (111) was recorded, as in 
February, 1935, for Suburban London. 


For food and perishables the index for the country 
as a whole rose from the January level by one point to 
116. In each of the three preceding years the rise was 
larger. Wales and the North of England and also the 
South of England showed the same figure as Great 
Britain. The index was highest in Suburban London 
(123) and lowest in the Central and West End district 
(87). 

The index for other merchandise, which stood at 118 
in January, dropped by 380 points to 88 in February, 
which month, with August, usually shows the lowest 
monthly figure of sales in this category. The seasonal 
fall was most marked in Central and West End 
London, where the index fell from 125 to 76. In other 
districts the figures for February varied only between 
90 and 93. 


STOCKS 


The value of total stocks at cost at the end of Feb- 
ruary was 08 per cent. higher than at the correspond- 
ing date in 1935. Stocks were reduced by 3-4 per cent. 
in Scotland and by 0-2 per cent. in Central and West 
End London. They expanded in the other three 
districts by percentages varying from 0-7 to 28. The 
percentage rise in stocks of food and perishables was

pronounced (9-6 per cent.) and followed increases of 
over 10 per cent. in each month from November last. 
The increase was very much larger in groceries, etc., 
than in other food and perishables. The expansion 
shown for stocks of food may not, however, fully repre- 
sent the stocks position in this trade as a whole, since, 
as previously mentioned, the sample of stocks is 
smaller than that of sales. The change in stocks of other 
merchandise was of no significance. The category for 
which the largest change was reported was boots and 
shoes, an increase of 4-7 per cent. Others in which 
stocks expanded were hardware and fancy depart- 
ments, 3-0 per cent. in each case, and sports and

SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS 
IN 1934 AND 1935 


Preliminary figures are now available regarding the 
movement of shipping at ports in the United Kingdom 
during the year 1935, and in the following article a 
f comparison is made between this movement and the 
corresponding movement in the year 1934. 


FOREIGN TRADE 

Expressed in terms of net tonnage, the total of the 
entrances in the foreign trade at ports in the United 
Kingdom during 1935 was 85,539,000 tons, an increase 
of 0-2 per cent. as compared with the entrances in 1934. 
Entrances with cargo increased by 1:5 per cent., but 
entrances in ballast declined by 3-4 per cent. The 
clearances with cargo and in ballast amounted to 
$6,116,000 tons, an increase of 0-7 per cent. on the 
corresponding total for 1934. Clearances with cargo 
Were 22 per cent. greater, while clearances in ballast 
were 20 per cent. smaller than the totals for the 
previous year. 


The volume of shipping at United Kingdom ports, 
taking the year 1935 as a whole, was at a slightly higher 
level than in 1934, a decrease in the first half of the 
year being more than offset by an increase in the second 
half, the tonnage that entered and cleared during the 
later period being the highest recorded in any half-year 
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since the second half of 1981. The following table 
compares the total tonnage entered or cleared in each 
half-year of 1931-1935 with the average of the corre- 
sponding period of the years 1929 and 1930, the figures 
shown being the percentage decreases.

As reported to the Chamber of Shipping, the British 
tonnage laid up at ports in the United Kingdom on 
January 1, 1936, viz., 413,000 tons net, was about 
452,000 tons net less than that laid up on January 1, 
1935, but it should be noted in this connection that as 
a result of sales of vessels to foreigners and the scrap- 
ping of tonnage in this country the tonnage on the 
United Kingdom register decreased by about 269,000 
tons net during the year. For the year as a whole ‘he 
average tonnage of vessels laid up was about 390,000 
tons less than in 1934. ‘Tonnage laid up abroad also 
decreased considerably last year, continuing the de- 
crease recorded for 1934, and although this decrease 
was accompanied by a reduction in world tonnage 
owned, the statistics of most of the principal foreign 
maritime countries indicate that there was some in- 
crease in tonnage employed. The entrances with cargo 
from British countries last year represented a larger 


. proportion of the total (25:2 per cent.) than in 1934 


(24:5 per cent.), and the corresponding proportion for 
clearances also showed an increase, from 23-0 per cent. 
to 240 per cent. The actual tonnage entered with 
cargo from British countries increased by about 669,000 
tons net and the tonnage cleared by about 846,000 
tons. 


Data are not available to determine the extent to 
which the capacity of vessels recorded as ‘“‘ with 
cargo ’’ was utilised, but the figures of United Kingdom 
imports and exports, after making allowance for price 
changes, suggest that the improvement noted in 1934 


was maintained last year. 


The aggregate tonnage of the entrances and clear- 
ances in ballast in 19385 was nearly 3 per cent. less 
than in the preceding year, and this slight decrease, 
which followed a similar decrease in 1934, may be 
associated with a continued decline in liner tonnage 
engaged in pleasure cruising. During last year the 
tonnage of vessels so engaged, including their repeated 
voyages—of which all but a small proportion was 
British—amounted to under 2 million tons net, as 
compared with rather more than 2 million tons net in 
1934 and about 24 million tons net in 1933. 


Proportion of Entrances with Cargo.—Of the aggre- 
gate entrances at United Kingdom ports in 1935, the 
net tonnage of vessels with cargo reached the high pro- 
portion of 74-4 per cent., having risen continuously 
from 64:9 per cent. in 1929; the proportion in 1934 was 
73-4 per cent. The proportion with cargo of the 
tonnage that entered from ‘‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign) ’’ was 62-1 per cent. in 1935 and 61-7 per 
cent, in 1934, the corresponding percentages in respect 
of the area ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediter- 
ranean Countries ’’ being 56-5 and 50°5. From the 

B 
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Atlantic Coast of North America the proportion was 
considerably greater: 93°0 per cent. in 1935 and 93-8 
per cent. in 1934. Vessels with whole or part cargoes 
for discharge in the United Kingdom represented 96-1 
per cent., 99:0 per cent. and 95°7 per cent., respec- 
tively, of the tonnage that entered in 1935 from ‘‘ East 
Africa, Persian Gulf, India,’’ ‘‘ West Indies and 
Central America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ and ‘‘ South 
America—Atlantic Coast,’’ compared with 95°6, 97-1 
and 97-6 per cent., respectively, in the previous year, 
while in each year less than one per cent. of the 
entrances from Australasia was in ballast. 


Entrances by Areas.—Entrances with cargo from 
““ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Coun- 
tries,’’ for which a tonnage increase of 10°3 per cent. 
was recorded, represented 13°5 per cent. of the total 
entrances with cargo last year, as against 12-4 per cent. 
in 1934, the increase being due in large measure to 
imports of wheat from France. For ‘‘ Northern 
Europe (Foreign) ’’ the proportion decreased from 29-1 
to 28-2 per cent., while the proportion of the total 
which entered from ‘‘ North America—Atlantic 
Coast ’’ was 17°5 per cent. in each year. From no 
other area did the tonnage entered with cargo much 
exceed 6 per cent. of the total in either year. 
A substantial increase occurred in the tonnage 
entered with cargo from ‘‘ Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean Countries,’’ due largely to increased 
imports of barley and wheat from Russian Black Sea 
ports, and a marked increase was also shown in the 
entrances with cargo from ‘‘ West Indies and Central 
America (Atlantic Coast),’’ attributable to increased 
shipments of sugar from San Domingo and Cuba. Of 
the tonnage entered with cargo at United Kingdom 
ports, about one-half in each year was from countries 
in Europe or on the Mediterranean Sea, and, as already 
stated, about one quarter related to voyages to this 
country from other parts of the British Empire. In 
the latter trade, 90-0 per cent. of the tonnage in 1934 
and 89°8 per cent. in 1985 was British, while in the 
trade from foreign countries to the United Kingdom 
the share held by British ships declined further from 
47-2 per cent. to 45-6 per cent. 


Proportion of Clearances with Cargo.—About 666 
per cent. in 1935 and 65-6 per cent. in 1934 of the net 
tonnage of the clearances from ports in the United 
Kingdom related to vessels with cargo. The proportion 
recorded as cleared with cargo was higher in 1935 than 
in 1934 for eight of the areas specified in the table. 
Considering the areas in the order of their importance 
-—of the tonnage that cleared to the Northern Euro- 
pean area 57-4 per cent. was with cargo in 1935, as 
compared with 56-9 per cent. in the previous year, the 
corresponding proportions in respect of the clearances 
for “‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries ’’ being 64°3 per cent. and 65-2 per cent. 
For the Atlantic Coast of North America the propor- 
tion with cargo rose from 82-0 per cent. in 1934 to 84°5 
per cent, last year while in the case of ‘‘ Central and 
Eastern Mediterranean Countries ’’ the proportion 
declined from 76-1 per cent. to 68:2 per cent. Of the 
tonnage that cleared for all other areas combined 70-0 
per cent. in 1935 and 66-5 per cent. in 1934 related to 
vessels with cargo. 


Clearances by Areas.—Increases were recorded in 
1935, as compared with 1934, in the tonnage that 
cleared with cargo for the majority of the trading areas, 
the most noticeable being for the Atlantic Coast of 
North America, the Irish Free State—reflecting in- 
creased coal exports—and ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, 
India.’’ On the other hand, a marked decline was 
recorded for ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries,’’ due largely to a reduction in exports to 
Italy. Of the total clearances with cargo in 1935, 300 
per cent. was for “‘ Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ 18°1 
per cent. for ‘‘ North America—Atlantic Coast ’’ and 
17-4 per cent. for ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
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, 


Mediterranean Countries.’’ The corresponding pe. 
centages for the year 1934 were 30-2, 17:5 and 178 
Clearances with cargo to the Irish Free State increased 
from 6:1 per cent. of the total in 1934 to 68 per cent, 
last year, while the proportion for ‘‘ Central anj 
Zastern Mediterranean Countries ’’ declined from 64 
to 53 per cent. For no other individual area did the 
proportion reach 6 per cent. of the total in either year, 
About 60 per cent. of the tonnage that cleared with 
cargo in each year related to voyages between the 
United Kingdom and ports in Europe or on the Mejj. 
terranean Sea, while 24:0 per cent. in 1985 and 234 
per cent. in 1934 was in respect of clearances from this 
country to other parts of the British Empire. The 
3ritish proportion of the total clearances with cargo in 
the trade with the Empire was 95:1 per cent. in 1934 
and 95-2 per cent. in 1935; in the trade with foreign 
countries the corresponding proportions were 49-8 and 
48:7 per cent. It will be observed that these propor. 
tions were higher than those for entrances.

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By Nationalities.—The particulars of the principal 
nationalities of the vessels, taking entrances and clear- 
ances together, show that the tonnage with cargo for 
about one-half of the flags was greater in 1935 than in 
1934. British tonnage with cargo increased by nearly 
500,000 tons (1 per cent.), and a large increase of 
1,170,000 tons (22 per cent.) was recorded for French 
yessels, mainly due to the arrivals and departures dur- 
ing 1935 of the ‘‘ Normandie,’’ which amounted, in 
the aggregate, to 950,000 tons. Among other increases 
the most important were for Russian and United States 
tonnage—46 and 18 per cent., respectively. There was 
amarked decrease in the case of Italian tonnage (43 per 
cent.), entrances and clearances of vessels with cargo 
under this flag being small throughout the year. 
Spanish tonnage with cargo declined by 20 per cent., 
and Japanese by 22 per cent. The British proportion 
of the total net tonnage that entered and cleared with 
cargo was 58-2 per cent. in 1935, as against 58-9 per 
eent. in 1934. 


In regard to entrances and clearances in ballast a 
decrease of 681,000 tons (3 per cent.) in the British 
tonnage was due chiefly to a further reduction in liner 
cruise activity, the decrease in the aggregate tonnage 
entered and cleared being about 500,000 tons. De- 
greases were also recorded for Japanese vessels (41 per 
cent.) and Italian (39 per cent.), while the tonnage of 
Russian vessels more than doubled.

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The table shows that there was an increase in the 
total tonnage of both arrivals and departures in 1935, 
the increase affecting one-half of the principal ports. 
Marked increases were recorded in the arrivals with 
cargo at Hull, Belfast and Bristol, and in the de- 
partures with cargo at London and Belfast. The de- 
crease in the figures for Tyne ports is a reflection of 
smaller shipments of both cargo and bunker coal at 
those ports and the considerable decrease in the arrivals 
in ballast and departures with cargo at the port of 
Plymouth may be associated with the changed practice 
of certain French liners in calling off Cowes instead of 
at the port of Plymouth. 


COASTING TRADE 


The net tonnage of the arrivals and departures of all 
vessels in the coasting trade shows an increase of 
18 per cent, in 1935 as compared with the previous 
year; for vessels with cargo only an increase of 2:8 per 
cent. was recorded. The increase of 1°8 per cent. in 
the aggregate tonnage follows increases of 5-9 per cent. 
and 38 per cent. in 1934 and 1933, respectively. The 
relative increase in the tonnage arrived and departed 
with cargo was much larger in the traffic between 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland than in the general 
coasting trade. Of the total tonnage that arrived 
and departed 45:3 per cent. related to vessels with 
cargo in 1935 and 44°9 per cent. a year earlier. 


The tonnage of the arrivals and departures of vessels 
in the coasting trade was larger in 1935 than in any 
other post-war year. While a precise comparison 
with pre-war statistics is not practicable owing to the 
creation of the Irish Free State, it would seem probable 
that the tonnage engaged in the coasting trade last 
year was also greater than that for a comparable area 
in 1913, the year in which there was greatest activity 
in the coasting trade prior to the war.

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FINLAND 


GROWTH OF TRADE WITH THE UNITED 
KINGDOM 


Finland was one of the first countries to suffer from 
the depression; she was also one of the first to recover, 
tyrites the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Helsingfors. 

The year 1934 and the first half of 1935 were periods 
of vigorous revival, The salient feature of the second 
half of last year was a slowing down of the progress of 
weovery, but it would be fallacious to describe the 
wndition of the country as a whole as anything but 
und. State finances are healthy. The Budgetary 
position is strong, the foreign debt is now less than 
one-half of what it was in 1980, while revenue, thanks 
to an increased yield from Customs duties, is suffi- 
ciently buoyant to permit of a large extra appropriation 
for defence in the 1936 Budget. 

Unemployment is all but non-existent, the great 
export industries have expanded and are fully 
employed, the home industries are enjoying a period 
of intense activity, the condition of the money market 
is one of unparalleled ease, and the balance of trade 
continues to show a surplus. The volume index of 
industrial production is now higher than at any time in 
the economic history of Finland. Wholesale trade to- 
day is little less in value than in the boom of 1928, but 
in volume has broken all previous records. Meanwhile 
the wholesale price indices have remained practically 
uichanged at 10 to 15 per cent. below the level for 
1928-29. 

The one cause for anxiety has been the recent fall in 
prices of wood-working products on the world’s 
markets, but this has now been remedied by inter- 
nitional agreement among the  timber-producing 
countries. 

The cheapness of money has been of inestimable 
advantage both to industry and commerce in enabling 
them to convert and repay their indebtedness and to 
finance their programmes of expansion: good dividends 
have been paid, despite generous provisions for reserves, 
and the Stock Exchange index both for shares and 
bonds is higher than for some years past. The number 
of bankruptcies has declined by more than 20 per cent. 
compared with the previous year. 

Notwithstanding such favourable features as are out- 
lined above, there is little evidence in the country, 
apart from industry, of any vigorous spirit of invest- 
ment enterprise. Deposits in the joint-stock banks 
now exceed credits by a much wider margin than in 
1934, and considerable difficulties have been encoun- 
tered in finding suitable outlets for surplus funds. 
Cash holdings stand at an unprecedented level. The 
position of the Finnish joint-stock banks vis-a-vis 
foreign banking institutions is strong, while the foreign 
currency reserves of the Bank of Finland are at an 
extremely high level. 


Errect or ANGLO-FINNISH AGREEMENT 


The United Kingdom-Finland Commercial Agree- 
ment of 1938, which is now the corner-stone of the 
economic relations between the two countries, has on 
the whole proved satisfactory to both sides and has 
lunetioned smoothly. According to Finnish statistics, 
the United Kingdom’s share of the total trade, which in 
131 was no more than 125 per cent., now stands at 
25 per cent., a proportion which a few years ago would 
ave been regarded as unattainable. In 1934 Finland 
increased her purchases from the United Kingdom by 
‘4 per cent, over 1933, and the trade statistics up to 
the end of October last indicate that further valuable 
progress has been made. 

It is true that the United Kingdom has also bought 
considerably more from Finland in recent years and

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that the trade balance is still heavily in favour of the 
latter, but while there is indubitably room for improve- 
ment, and while Finland can and doubtless will buy 
still more from the United Kingdom in the future, 
there is nevertheless every reason to be sensible of the 
concrete evidence which she has given of her desire to 
buy more from her best customer.

According to the above figures, Finland’s favourable 
balance of trade is extremely heavy, though it has 
certainly decreased from a proportion of 45: 1 in 1931 
to very little more than 2:1 in 1935. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that Finland’s favourable 
trade balance as a whole has increased enormously 
since 1931, while the proportion of Finnish exports 
taken by the United Kingdom has remained more or 
less constant during that period. Moreover, a further 
factor of importance in any consideration of this ques- 
tion is that fully 90 per cent. of Finnish exports consist 
of raw or semi-raw materials which the United King- 
dom needs for her building, paper and other industries, 
while Finnish imports comprise a very wide and varied 
range of products, some of which are not produced in 
the United Kingdom. In the fulfilment of Finland’s 
desire to buy more from her best customer, both coun- 
tries have been favoured by circumstance. That the 
Finnish mark has been allied to the pound sterling has 
been of great importance in the development of trade 
between the two countries; the Anglo-Finnish Com- 
mercial Agreement and British Week in Finland have 


. played their part; while the difficulties which Finland 


has encountered with other countries has also been a 
factor of some importance. 

Details of the principal imports into Finland from 
the United Kingdom, according to Finnish statistical 
returns, as well as the value of such trade in each cate- 
gory for the years 1932 to 1935, will be found in an 
Appendix to the Commercial Secretary’s Report. 
Observations concerning the extent of United King- 
dom trade within the various import groups are made 
in an earlier chapter, but it may here be recorded that 
thanks to the Trade Agreement the United Kingdom 
now supplies approximately one-half of the entire 
import of textiles; that one-fourth of Finnish require- 
ments in imported machinery are now purchased in the 
United Kingdom as compared with no more than one- 
twelfth a few years ago; and that our sales to Finland 
of iron and steel have been subject to a very marked 
increase. 


TRADE WITH VARIOUS COUNTRIES 


The salient feature at once apparent in a table pro- 
vided in another Appendix to the Report, showing the 
value of imports into Finland from the more important 
countries of supply, is the reversal of the positions 
formerly occupied by the United Kingdom and 
Germany. In the years before the depression it was 
customary for Germany to supply between 38 and 40 
per cent. of Finland’s total imports and to take 
between 12 and 15 per cent. of her exports, while the 
United Kingdom absorbed between 38 and 40 per cent. 
of Finnish exports, but participated in the import trade 
only to the extent of some 12 per cent. 

The situation has radically changed since then. The 
United Kingdom has greatly increased her purchases 
from Finland and now provides a market for 48 per 
cent. of total exports, while, as already stated, her

share of Finnish import trade has progressively risen 
from 12:5 per cent. in 1931 to no less than 25 per cent. 
in the first ten months of 1935. In 1934 the United 
Kingdom surpassed Germany for the first time as a 
supplier of goods to Finland. Meanwhile Germany’s 
importance as a buyer of Finnish products has 
remained on much the same scale as before, but her 
share of the import trade has fallen from 40 to 20 per 
cent. 


The progress made by the United Kingdom on the 
Finnish market is clearly illustrated by the fact that of 
all the countries of importance she was the only one 
whose trade with Finland was actually of greater value 
in 1934 and 1935 than in the abnormally prosperous 
year of 1928. Imports from most of the chief supply- 
ing countries were appreciably less in 1934 and 1935 
than in 1928. 


Sweden has maintained her position extremely well. 
She is mainly a supplier of metals, machinery and raw 
materials to Finland, and in this respect she is for- 
tunate because the needs of her own wood-working 
industries, for which the Swedish metallurgical and 
engineering industries cater, closely approximate those 
of the Finnish market. The balance of trade, however, 
is heavily in Sweden’s favour, though she has taken 
some steps to remedy this by increasing the quota for 
Finnish meat. 


The United States at one time ranked second as a 
supplier of goods to Finland, but her share of the trade 
has declined and she now occupies fourth place. The 
contraction of the automobile market and the drop in 
imports of cereals are the main contributory factors. 
It must be borne in mind, however, that considerable 
quantities of American goods reach Finland in transit 
from other countries. 

Imports from Belgium, Holland and France have all 
been hampered in recent years by currency conditions 
and competition from countries off the gold standard. 
Official and semi-official steps have been taken with a 
view of stimulating imports from these countries, and 
trade is already showing a tendency to increase. 

Imports from the Soviet Union have also been on 
the up-grade since 1931, mainly in sawn and unsawn 
timber, but the very appreciable fall in Soviet trade 
last year was due to a decline in imports of the former. 
Imports from Brazil are a reflection of the coffee con- 
sumption, while the efforts which have been made to 
stimulate purchases from Argentina appear to have 
had some result.

On a daily basis the tonnage of coal produced in 
January was less than in the previous month in 
Poland, France and Germany by 5-9, 3-6 and 28 per 
cent., respectively, while there were increases in the 
United States of 6-1 per cent. for bituminous coal and 
of 8-6 per cent. for anthracite. Compared with a year 
earlier, daily output was higher in Germany by 10°9 per 
cent. and in Belgium by 43 per cent. In the United 
States the daily output of bituminous coal increased 
by 5-2 per cent., while that of anthracite declined by 
8:3 per cent.

Belgium.—Export prices of rolled steel products in 
Belgium, as in France, are controlled by the Contin- 
ental Steel Cartel. The sterling equivalents for similar 
grades are as shown in the above table, and periodical 
variations in the sterling prices (f.o.b. Antwerp) corre- 
spond with those mentioned in the previous paragraph. 
The special prices for the United Kingdom market 
quoted by the Cartel in January were as follows: mer- 
chant bars, £5 1s. to £5 2s. 6d. for Birmingham, and 
£5 2s. 6d. to £5 6s. 6d. for other districts; joists, £5 1s. 
to £5 6s. 6d. according to district. These prices showed 
no change from the previous month. 


United States.—No change in the prices of pig iron 
and semi-finished products occurred during January. 
With the exception of cold finished bars, quoted at 
Pittsburgh, which increased in price by 0-15 cents. per 
lb., finished steel prices were also unaltered. In the 
scrap market, heavy melting steel, quoted at Pitts- 
burgh, Philadelphia and Chicago, increased in price by 
25 cents. per gross ton; car-wheels quoted at Phila- 
delphia rose by 1:75 dollars per gross ton, while those 
quoted at Chicago declined by 25 cents. per gross ton. 
R.R. wrot. at Philadelphia rose by one dollar per gross 
ton. Other scrap prices were unchanged.

As regards male emigrants, the proportion of adoles- 
cents (i.e. 12-17 years) declined from about 12 per cent. 
in 1929 to 4 per cent. in 1934 and 1935, while those in 
the age-group 18-29, who accounted for nearly one-half 
of the total in 1928 and 1929, decreased in relative 
importance in each year from 1928 to 1934 (31 per 
cent.), but this trend was reversed in 1935, when the 
proportion increased to 33} per cent. For female 
emigrants the proportions in the two classes mentioned 
showed similar trends, but of a less marked character, 


except that in 1935 there was no increase in the 18-29 


years group. On the other hand, the proportion of 
older emigrants (i.e. 30 years of age and over) both 
male and female, was considerably greater in 1934 and 
1935 than in 1929. The proportion of older male 


emigrants decreased in 1935 for the first time since 


1928. The most important change since 1929 in the 
ages of the immigrants is the decline in the proportion 
of those recorded as within the group 18-29 years. 
This movement did not commence till after 1931 and 
it is still continuing, as is the increase in the propor- 
tion of the older immigrants, particularly those aged 
45 and over. 

In the case of both emigrants and immigrants in 
1935 the number of females exceeded the number of 
males in each of the age-groups with the single excep- 
tion of male emigrants of 20-24 years of age. For all 
ages together, the excess of female over male 
emigrants was about 224 per cent. in 1935, as com- 
pared with 20 per cent. in 1934. The normal move- 
ment up to 1929 showed an excess of males over 
females.

emigrants was recorded, as compared with an excess 


of 20,613 immigrants over emigrants in 1934. The

decreases to the United States (135 males and 303 
females) and the miscellaneous groups of Other British 
and Other Foreign Countries (265 and 146 males and 
128 and 155 females, respectively). 


Immigrants.—The return movement in 1935 was 
smaller than in 1934 for each of the divisions of the 
British Empire with the exception of New Zealand 
and India, which showed increases, respectively, of 49 
and 17 males, and 232 and 262 females. The decrease 
from British North America comprised 1,210 males and 
1,206 females, and that from Australia 498 males and 
296 females. There was a decrease of 877 in the 
numbers from the United States, 443 being males and 
434 females.

KEY INDUSTRY DUTY 
MICROSCOPES AND PARTS 


A representation has been made to the Board of 
Trade under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, 
regarding the following :— ; 


A universal measuring microscope having a 
maximum distance between centres of thirty inches, 
together with the following additional parts specially 
adapted for use therewith :— 


(a) a graduated circular rotatable table complete 
with reading microscope ; 
(b) a high centre cradle; and

Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as

‘‘The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by Section 1 of the Safeguarding of Industries 
Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period as 
may be specified in the Order, any article in respect of 
which the Board of Trade are satisfied on a representa- 
tion made by a consumer of that article that the 
article is not made in any part of His Majesty’s 
Dominions in quantities which are substantial having 
regard to the consumption of that article for the time 
being in the United Kingdom, and that there is no 
reasonable probability that the article will within a 
reasonable period be made in His Majesty’s Dominions 
in such substantial quantities.”

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
POTATOES 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 2) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No, 254), and the Additional Import Duties 
(No. 7) Order, 1986 (S.R. & O., 1936, No, 255), the 
effect of which is to exempt potatoes, other than new 
potatoes, from duty under the Import Duties Act, 
1932, as from Thursday, March 26, 1936. 


The Board of Trade from time to time issue licences 
for the importation of potatoes to the extent to which 
it has been found, after investigation, that supplies of 
home-grown produce fall short of the national require- 
ments. The Committee point out in their report that, 
in spite of the high level of prices prevailing in this 
country for some time past, only a small proportion of 
the import quotas allocated for the first three months 
of this year has been fulfilled, the reason being that 
Continental prices are also high and the potatoes on 
importation are at present subject to a duty of £1 per 
ton, 


The Committee do not think that, in the present 
circumstances, the maintenance of the existing duty is 
desirable, nor is it necessitated by reference to the 
needs of the home industry. They fully anticipate, 
however, that, in a few months’ time, the exceptional 
conditions which have led them to make their recom- 
mendation will have ceased to be operative, and if and 
when their anticipations are realised they will recom- 
mend the reimposition of the duty. Meanwhile it is 
not the intention to permit the unregulated importa- 
tion of the carry over from quotas of earlier months.

TAXATION OF AGENCIES OF FOREIGN 
FIRMS IN THE U.S.S.R. 


H.M. Ambassador at Moscow has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Decree, No. 39/161, effective as from Feb- 
ruary 1, 1936, which makes the following provision for 
the assessment of taxes on agencies of foreign 
economic organisations engaging in commercial trans- 
actions within the territory of the U.S.8.R.: 


Art. 1.—Foreign commercial, industrial and _ other 
economic organisations (companies, partnerships, etc.) and 
individual citizens owning commercial, industrial or other 
economic enterprises abroad, who have been authorised, in 
the manner prescribed by the laws of the U.S.S.R., to en- 
gage in commercial transactions in the territory of the 
U.S.S.R. and who for that purpose have opened in the 
U.S.S.R. agencies, offices, branches, etc. (Collection of Laws 
of the U.S.S.R., 1931, No. 24, Article 197), shall be subject, 
in lieu of business and income taxes, to a tax equal to one- 
fourth of one per cent. on their turnover in the territory of 
the U.S.S.R. calculated in Soviet currency. 


Nore.—Customs duties and fees are payable by the 
above-mentioned foreign organisations and individual 
citizens in accordance with the general principles. 


Art. 2.—The tax provided for in Article 1 is calculated 
on the amount of the transa¢tions concluded by the foreign 
organisations and citizens mentioned in Article 1 in the 
territory of the U.S.S.R. 


(a) relating to the sale and delivery of goods to Soviet 
organisations ; 

(b) relating to the chartering of foreign ships by 
Soviet organisations. 


Art. 3.—The amount of a transaction shall be the amount 
received or due under the transaction, regardless of whether 
the transaction is for cash or on credit. 


Art. 4.—The method of payment of the tax mentioned in 
Article 1 shall be prescribed in an instruction which shall be 
confirmed by the People’s Commissar for Finance of the 
U.S.8.R. in agreement with the People’s Commissar for 
Foreign Trade.

Sugarcane 
is in fair condition and harvesting and crushing is going 
on. Threshing of winter rice in progressing. Some damage 
to wheat by a thunderstorm is reported from Monghyr. The 
harvesting of wheat and rabi is going on, and threshing and 
winnowing has commenced in Patna. 


Punjab, March 16.—Light rains have been general 
throughout the province. Standing crops are unchanged, 
but have been damaged by adverse winds in Hissar and 
Gurgaon and by hailstorms in Sialkot and Multan.

WEATHER, CROPS AND TRADE 


In Barbados weather has been very dry and good rains 
are badly needed. It is now estimated that the 1936 cane 
crop may reach the equivalent of 140,000 tons of sugar, 
the yields of cane per acre having so far been considerably 
higher than the original estimates. Trade conditions are 
fair. 


In Jamaica grinding of the 1936 sugar crop is general, 
and is proceeding satisfactorily under good weather con- 
ditions. Exports of bananas during January amounted to 
601,096 stems, as compared with 1,391,713 stems in the 
corresponding month last year. Very little pimento has 
been offering in Jamaica. The new crop is not expected 
before July-August and indications point to its being a 
small one. The markets for ginger and honey have been 
dull. There appears to be more activity in the market for 
dyewoods, with American buyers showing interest. General 
trade conditions continue to be quiet, and there seems to be 
little prospect of improvement until the banana industry 
again becomes normal. 


In Trinidad weather conditions have been very favourable 
to the sugar and cocoa crops. Cocoa prices have still 
further improved. The oil industry continues to show in- 
creased activity; exports of mineral oil in 1935 show con- 
siderable expansion as compared with 1934, the totals being 
384,774,050 gallons and 349,471,172 gallons respectively. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands trade 
conditions have been dull. Heavy rains are badly needed 
for the sugar crop in Antigua and St. Kitts. Cotton pick- 
ing is general in St. Vincent and improved yields are being 
obtained. 

In British Guiana grinding of the spring sugar crop is 
proceeding satisfactorily, and factory estimates are being ex- 
ceeded. The continued dry weather will affect the spring 
tice crop, and the amount available for export will not be 
large. Trade conditions have been dull.—Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas).

APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples to various United Kingdom 
ports between March 5 and 11, 30,940 barrels, 20 half- 
barrels and 5,710 boxes 

Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to February 28 totalled 1,349,048 barrels, 
35,802 half-barrels, and 2,083,395 boxes, as compared with 
1,189,953 barrels, 44,146 half-barrels and 1,637,874 boxes 
during the corresponding period last year. 


ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS AND BULLION 
SALES 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
that during January 603,419 short tons (of 2,000-lbs. each) 
of ore were milled at gold mines in the Province of Ontario 
and that crude bullion marketed during the same period 
was valued at 6,210,577 dollars. 


CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1935 


The total values of both imports and exports in 1935 
show an increase as compared with those of the previous 
year, imports having risen by 4-42 per cent. and exports 
by 10-15 per cent., states a preliminary report received 
from the Government of Cyprus Information Office in 
London. 

In spite of the fact, that, owing to a good cereal harvest 
in the Colony, imports of flour from Australia decreased by 
£31,391, total imports from the British Empire show an 
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increase of £24,680, while those from the United Kingdom 
rose by £32,618. This rise was partly due to the imposition 
of quota restrictions on the import of certain textiles from 
foreign countries as a result of which the United Kingdom 
benefited materially, as did also India. 


The United Kingdom continues to be the most valuable 
market for the export trade of Cyprus, although the figures 
for 1935 show a slight decrease from those for 1934. Carobs 
(locust beans) of which there was a shortage of crop, barley, 
oranges and asbestos were mainly responsible for this fall. 
Other items, such as pyrites, sumac and onions showed con- 
siderable increases. Exports to other parts of the British 
Empire increased by £25,879. Last year was the first in 
which copper ore has been exported to the United States, 
and this was the chief factor of the rise by £163,231 of 
exports to that country. 


NEW ZEALAND 


OVERSEA TRADE IN DECEMBER AND THE 
YEAR 1935 


According to the Monthy Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, the value 
of imports of merchandise in December last was £3,183,979, 
as compared with £3,044,902 in the previous month. 

Exports of merchandise during December last were valued 
at £3,922,439, as compared with £3,877,064 in November, 
chiefly owing to increased volume of exports of wool, lamb, 
pork and cheese. Exports of butter were, however, consider- 
ably lower than in November. It is noteworthy that the 
December, 1935, total is as much as 51-3 per cent. higher 
than in December, 1934, higher prices, particularly of wool, 
being the causative factor. 

THe Year 1935 

Imports and exports last year reached a_ total of 
£36,287 ,544 and £46,050,783, respectively. The trade in 
1935 was chiefly distributed as under : —

SOUTH AFRICA 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa. 


General business conditions in South Africa remain 
normal, in spite of the gravity of the international political 
situation in Europe. 


Approximate statistics for the current financial year 
reflect continued progress in the Union, and large surpluses 
in both national railway accounts are assured. The dis- 
closure of the Budget proposals is eagerly awaited. The 
building trades at all centres are active, especially at 
Johannesburg, where large municipal expenditure is fore- 
shadowed in the near future. 


Farming conditions generally remain favourable and agri- 
cultural implements are selling well.

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Gotp Output: Ramway Earnines 


The output of gold in the Transvaal in February (25 work. 
ing days) amounted to 894,624 fine ozs., with a value, includ. 
ing the premium, on the basis of £7 Os. 6d. per fine oz., of 
£6,284,733, compared with 821,246 ozs., with a value, on 
the basis of £7 2s. per oz., of £5,830,847, for February, 1935 
(24 working days). The average daily output was 35,785 fine 
ozs., as compared with 35,541 the previous month and 34,2ig 
in February, 1935. The number of natives employed at the 
Witwatersrand gold mines increased a further 2,829 to 
286,913. 


Railway revenue continues to improve in all departments 
earnings from February 9 to March 7 being £2,357,037, or 
£333,037 above the Budget estimate. Total earnings from 
April 1, 1935, to March 7, 1936, were £28,084,725, or 
£3,290,725 above the estimate, as compared with about 
£25,408,000 for the corresponding period of the previous 
financial year. 


Maize AND WHEAT 


The first preliminary estimate of the Union maize crop 
is 16,112,400 bags of 200 lbs., compared with 18,728,000 last 
season. Stocks held in the Union are still fairly large and 
an adequate supply to meet next season’s requirements js 
considered assured. Demand is falling and local prices are 
expected to decline to a reasonable level. 


The wheat position is difficult owing to heavy over. 
production, and the Control Board is considering further 
steps. 

Woot, Hives, ere. 

The combing-wool season is practically over and offerings 
on Union markets are now small, pending the arrival of 
short wools towards the end of the month. Competition is 
keen and general; prices remain firm, and a ready sale for 
the new short clip is expected. 

Business in mohair is limited owing to the lack of sup- 
plies. The undertone on the Port Elizabeth market is firm 
and activity is expected with the arrival of the new clip 
early in April. 

Hides are quiet but steady, with buyers resisting any 
advance in price. 

Sheepskins are unchanged and prices are now on a parity 
with wool. Goatskins are very firm. Cape skins are in 
demand for American account. Angoras are slightly dearer. 


Ostrich feathers show a slight improvement. 


Supplies of wattle-bark are arriving freely and prices are 
firm. No change has occurred in extract. 


Exports of deciduous fruit in February were 1,157,781 
cases, making the total for the season to date 2,542,716 
cases, compared with 1,999,016 at the same time last year. 
Exports of dried fruit in February amounted to 1,934,005 
lbs., making the total for January/February 3,651,329 Ibs., 
as compared with 1,886,195 Ibs. for the same months in 
1935. The increase was chiefly in apricots. 

Retailers of soft goods at Cape Town report that the 
present season is the best they have experienced for several 
years. 


Activity in the manufacturing industries is generally well 
maintained.

Imports from the United Kingdom in December, 1935, 
aggregated 37,666,000 kr., as against 38,156,000 kr. in 
December, 1934.

For the 
period January-December, 1935, imports from the United 
Kingdom were returned at 478,909,000 kr., as compared 
with 407,092,000 kr. in the same period of 1934. The corre- 
sponding figures for Germany were 292,463,000 kr. and 
288,311,000 kr. The December imports from the United 
Kingdom represented 34-56 per cent. of the total (34-69 per 
cent. in November, 1935), those for January-December, 
36-03 per cent. of the total compared with 30-06 per cent. 
in the same period of 1934. 

Denmark's exports to the United Kingdom declined from 
62,539,000 kr. in December, 1934, to 57,277,000 kr. in 
December, 1935. Exports to Germany decreased from 
26,745,000 kr. to 24,961,000 kr. Denmark’s exports to the 
United Kingdom in the period January-December decreased 
from 736,604,000 kr. in 1934 to 727,039,000 kr. in 1935.

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of March 15 contains a 
Decree, dated March 7, providing for the provisional appli- 
cation of an Exchange of Notes of March 4 between France 
and Brazil, which is to remain in force for the duration of 
the Franco-Brazilian Trade Agreement of May 11, 1934. 

Under the Exchange of Notes, France and Brazil agree 
that the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff treatment accorded to certain 
goods from each country in virtue of the Agreement of 
May 11, 1934, is to be extended to most favoured nation 
treatment in regard to both Customs duties and internal 
taxes. 

France undertakes to reduce the present rates of the 
import tax of 4 per cent. in the case of semi-manufactured 
goods and 6 per cent. in the case of manufactured goods 
to 2 per cent. in respect of Brazilian goods and to grant 
Brazil specified percentages of her quotas for the import of 
oranges.

BRAZIL (PERNAMBUCO) 
CONTROL OF IMPORTED FOODSTUFFS 


H.M. Consul at Pernambuco has forwarded a copy of a 
State Law (No. 96) which modifies the provisions of earlier 
measures regarding the institution of a system of bromoto- 
logical control over foodstuffs imported into the State of 
rernambuco, particulars of which were published in the 

B.T.J.’? of December 5, 1935 (page 800). The new Law 
requires bromotological certificates to be presented for 
Brazilian as well as foreign foodstuffs, and replaces the 
former fee of 2 per cent. ad valorem for the issue of certifi- 
tates by the following scale of charges :— 


Class A.—Rice, frozen meat, beans, maize and salt: 50 reis 
per package weighing up to 100 kilogs. 

Class B.—Dried codfish, lard, coffee, dried or salted meats, 
onions, flour, mandioca flour, edible pastes, dried 
or salted fish and bacon: 100 reis per package 
weighing up to 100 kilogs. 

Class -C.—Other foodstuffs, not mentioned in A or B: 150 reis 
per package weighing up to 100 kilogs. 

Class D.—Foodstuffs or their ingredients when imported in 
bulk : 500 reis per ton for quantities up to 1,000 
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tons, quantities exceeding this amount to pay 
5 reis for each 100 kilogs. or fraction thereof, in 
excess. 

On classes A, B and C.—Packages exceeding 100 kilogs. will 
pay an additional 10 reis for each 10 kilogs, or 
fraction thereof in excess. 


CAPE VERDE ISLANDS 
MEASURES TO ENCOURAGE SHIPPING 


With reference to the notice published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of 
September 26, 1935 (page 440), under the above heading, it 
should be noted that the ‘‘ Diario do Géverno ”’ (Lisbon) of 
March 6 published a Decree, No. 26,402, of the same date, 
which suspends the operation of Decree No. 25,823 of Sep- 
tember 5, 1935, and of the measure issued by the Governor 
of the Cape Verde Islands for its execution. 


CUBA 


CUSTOMS TARIFF 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of May 9 
(pages 779 and 780), respecting the modification of the 
Cuban Customs Tariff on the basis of trade balances as 
indicated by statistics for the preceding year, H.M. Consul- 
General at Havana has now reported that, following the 
publication of the trade statistics for 1935, a Decree has 
been issued in the Cuban ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ of March 10, 
which provides for goods coming from the United Kingdom 
and the Colonial Empire (including Ceylon) to be classified 
under the Minimum Tariff, and those coming from Canada, 
Irish Free State, British India and a number of foreign 
countries, including Japan and Italy, to be classified under 
the Maximum Tariff. 

The Consul-General has also reported that by a Decree 
Law No. 611, published in the ‘‘ Gaceta Oficial ’’ of Febru- 
ary 22, the President of Cuba is authorised on the recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of Finance and after consulta- 
tion with the Secretary of State, to grant the Minimum 
Tariff to any country which undertakes to effect purchases 
in Cuba during the year of a value amounting at least to 
50 per cent. of its exports to Cuba. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
IMPORT LICENCES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
has forwarded particulars of a Notice of the Czechoslovak

H.M. Representative at Riga has forwarded a translation 
from the Government Gazette ‘‘ Valdibas Vestnesis,”

MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE) 
CONSUMPTION DUTIES ON PETROL AND 
MINERAL OILS 


H.M. Consul-General at Rabat has forwarded particulars 
of a recent Dahir, which withdraws the taxes on motor 
vehicles in the French Zone of Morocco, and provides 
instead for increased consumption duties on petrol and 
nineral oils imported into or produced in the Zone, as 
follows : —

Petroleum spirit, pure or mixed—from 25 to 35 francs per 
hectolitre. 

Petroleum, refined mineral oils or mineral oils for lighting— 
from 25 to 35 francs per hectolitre. 

Mineral lubricating oils—from 25 to 35 francs per 100 
kilog. net. 

Solid lubricating products manufactured from mineral oils— 
from. 18-75 to 26-25 francs per 100 kilog. net. 

The Dahir also institutes a new tax of 35 francs per 100 
kilogs, net on gas oils and other heavy mineral oils used as 
fuel in engines of vehicles used for the road transport of 
persons or goods; this tax is to be paid by the owners of 
the vehicles at fixed periods.

EXPORT OF CERTAIN FISH 


The Director of Fisheries has issued an Order, which pro- 
hibits, as from January 1, 1936, the exportation from 
Norway to the United Kingdom of fresh fish as specified 
below © ame 

Coalfish, ling, tusk, catfish, whiting, uer, porbeagle, 
tunny and lumpsucker, pollock. 

Halibut, weighing each less than 1-5 kilogs. with head 
and more than 80 kilogs. without head. Halibut weigh- 
ing more than 30 kilogs with head may only be exported 
without the head. 

Frozen halibut may only be exported under export 
licence. 

Plaice, weighing less than 0-4 kilog., including 
flounder, witch, megrin, turbot and brill; lemon sole, 
weighing less than 0-3 kilog. 

Plaice, speared or gaffed or with marks of the gaff on 
the white side of the fish, unless such plaice is packed 
separately and the cases marked ‘‘ speared plaice.’’

Haddock, weighing less than 0-5 kilog. and more 
than 1-5 kilogs. with head. Haddock, however, of any 
weight above 0-5 kilog. may be exported in January 
and February. 

Wings of skate and roker cut from ungutted fish 
weighing less than 1-5 kilogs. and more than 15 kilogs. 
Wings cut out must not exceed 7 kilogs. a pair and 3:5 
kilogs. for single ones and not weigh less than 0-6 kilog. 
a pair. 

The Order also provides for the exportation to the United 
Kingdom of 550 tons of mackerel during the mackerel season 
and of 125 tons of wetsalted fish during 1936, subject in both 
cases to licence from the Director of Fisheries. 

Further Orders provide that, as from February 3, 1936, 
the exportation of cod and, as from February 17, 1936, the 
exportation of dogfish from Norway to the United Kingdom 
shall be prohibited. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 
H.M. Minister at Oslo has forwarded translation of a 
Royal Resolution, dated February 14, 1936, which prohibits 
(except under licence) the importation into Norway of con- 
densed milk and desiccated milk (Tariff Nos. 133-5). 
The Resolution comes into force forthwith.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period March 21 to 31 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 189-11 per 
cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


SWITZERLAND

The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of March 4 contains a 
Decree, dated February 28, which provides that, as from 
March 1, manioc roots (ex Tariff No. 966) may only be im- 
ported by the ‘‘ Société Co-opérative Suisses des Céréales et 
Matiéres Fourragéres ’’ which will allot quotas to importers 
equal to their actual imports during 1932.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to H.M. Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1, as the information required is frequently 
already in the possession of the Department, and the delay 
involved in communicating with the officers abroad can 
therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 


make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf, 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify : — 


(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.

For 1934 the figures may not cover the whole of this additional output, but the deficiency in 
respect of any commodity is probably not sufficiently important to impair comparability between the results for the 
two years. Tables I and IV-VI relate only to firms whose returns were made on schedules for the trade concerned. 


(c) In Preliminary Report No. 3 (‘Board of Trade Journal,” March 12, 1936) results were published in respect of 
six trades in the Iron and Steel Group. The tables given in Preliminary Report No. 4 cover the remaining six 
trades included in this group.
